Detroit, Mich., September 6.—Tied in 
torso of a young girl was 
discovered today in Ecorse creek at 
Ecorse, a down-the-river suburb of 
this city. The head, arms and legs were 
not to be found, and it was impossible 
to identify the body. 

The body was taken to an undertak- 
er's establishment in Wyandotte. A 
preliminary examination by physicians 
disclosed that the head and limbs hag 
been severed by a sharp instruument. 
The care with which the body was se- 
ereted apparently disposed of the pos- 
sibility that the torso might have been 
discarded by some physician or student 
who had used it for experiment. The 
sack was weighted down with bricks 
and all the indications pointed to a 
murder. It is thought that the victim 
was about 20 years old.

PEARY FOUND NO TRACE OF COOK 
WHEN HE REACHED TOP OF WORLD 


St. Johns, N. F., September 6.— 
Commander Robert E. Peary, who an- 
nounced today that he had discovered 
the North Polé on April 6 of the pres- 
ent year, found no trace of Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, of. Brooklyn, who re- 
ported to the world five days ago that 
he had made the same discovery in 
Apr.!| of the preceding year. This 
news reached here tonight through 
Captain Robert Bartlett, of the Roose- 
velt, Pearys ship, en route to Chateau 
Bay. Labrador. 


Captain Bartlett telegraphed to rela- 
tives that Peary-had found nothing to 
indicate that Dr. Cook had reached the 
Pole. While Peary doés not expressly 
repudiate Dr, Cook’s contention in so 
many words, his statement may have 
an jmportant bearing upon determin- 
ing the extent of Cook’s explorations. 
The Roosevelt’ was in good condition 
and the crew all right, wired Captain 
Bartlett in addition. The Roosevelt

Both the old and the new world were 
thus apprised of his great achieve- 
ment practically at the same moment, 
and the excitement which followed at- 
tested to the high pitch of interest 
aroused over this climax of man’s per- 
severance. Newspaper extras were 
rushed from the press and those who

Like Dr. Cook's first message, Peary’s 
was tantalizing, its briefness and the 
Waiting public.

For, 
as did Dr. Cook, Peary resumed his 
homeward voyage immediately after 
filing the curt news of discovery. 

A few words were added to this 
meager information at 2:15 Dp. m., when 
there was made public this additional] 
information, sent to Herbert L. Brigg- 
man, of Brooklyn, of the 
Peary Arctic club: 

“Pole reached. Roosevelt safe’” 

(Signed) “PEARY.” 

This gave assurance that the vessel 
in which Peary departed had passed

ing. It was not until the New York 
Times had received a dispatch later in 
the afternoon that these several points 
were cleared up. The message said:

COOK WENT TO NORTH POLE 
YEAR IN ADVANCE OF PEARY. 

With this information at hand, it was 
a comparatively simple manner to as- 
certain that the Apri] 6 referrea to 
was April of the present year. as his 
expedition did not start from ' New 
York until July 7. 1908. 

April 6, 1909—the date that Peary 
planted the flag at the Pole—and April 
21, 1906, the date that Dr. Cook un- 
furled the Stars and Stripés a year be- 
fore, consequéntly become the cardinal 
dates upon which exploration of the 
far north will rest hereafter. - 

Though separated by nearly a year, 
the same feat was accomplishea by 
two Americans, neither of whom was 
aware of the movements of the other.

NEW YORK WILL PREPARE

PEARY WITH HIS ARCTIC DOG

STATEMENT MADE BY PEARY 


Washineton, September 6.—Com- 
mander Robért' E. Peary was detached 


from regular duty with the navy de- 
partment July 2, 1908, and assigned to 
to special duty with the coast and 
geodetic survey. His explorations in 
the Arctic regions before that date 
had been conducted under technica! 
leaves of absence from the navy de- 
partment. 

This status was satisfactory neither 
to Commander Peary nor to his asso- 
ciliates in the naval corps of civil en- 
gineers, and it was believed that he 
could prosecute his scientific invest!- 
gations with a freer hand if he were 
attached to one of the government’s 
scientifiC bureaus, and relieved from 
the tedious form of naval reports at 
set intervals which had embarrassed 
him in the past.

North Pole is that the statement must

“It was my understanding,” said Ad-

PEARY TOOK AMERICAN ROUTE 
IN HIS DASH FOR NORTH POLE 


New York, September 6.—Peary’s 
friends have for several weeks past 
been expressing a belief that he had 
already reached his goal, and that the 
news was delayed only by the difficul- 
ties of transmission. The receipt of 
the above message today is taken to 
mean that the relief ship Jeanie, which 
left here a month ago, has reached 
Etah, Greenland, and edtablished com- 
munication with Peary at that point. 
It is possible, however, that Peary sent 


word by a chance whaler. 
The last word from Peary prior to 


from Harry Whitney, @ wealthy resi- 
dent of New Haven, Conn. who was 
left by the expedition at Etah, in 
charge of Peary’'s provisions. He said 
that the Roosevelt left Etah on Au- 
gust 15 on its northern journey. 

The last Peary expedition sailed 
from New York, July 6, 4908. Com- 
mander Peary’s last words here were: 

“Unless unforseen circumstances in- 
tervene within the next year I. hope 
to plant the Stars and Stripes at the 
Pole.” 

From New York the Roosevelt went 
to Sydney, thence to Hawks Harbor, 
where she took on supplies; then 
crossed Davis strait to Polstanbarg 
and followed the coast from there to 
Cape York. Etah was reached some 
time in August, and from that point 
ne route of the expedition can only 
be conjectured from the plans its com- 
mander had already announced, 

By the American Route. 

Peary’s idea was to reach the Pole 
by the “American route,” a way Which 
he himself had studied and developed 
during his former expedition. 

The advantage of this route was 
that it allowed a base of supplies ap- 
proximately one hundred miles nearer 
the goal than the Spitzbergen base, 
which had been its chief rival. The 
advantages of the route appeared by 
Peary’s trip in 1906, when he attained 
the northernmost point hitherto reach- 
ed by man—87 degrees 6 minutes, at 
about the forty-ninth meridian of 
west longitude, This was On April 
21. 

The commander on his present ex- 
pedition hoped to follow the path 
taken three years ago, which lay in 
almost a straight northernmost ex- 
tremity of Grinnell Land to latitude 
84 degrees and 36 minutes. At this 
point Peary had discovered what he 


fof the Greenland inland ice. 


In 1906 his journey over the ice was 
delayed at this point for a week by 
an open lane of water 2 miles wide. 
When the ice finally allowed him to 
proceed, heavy gales sprane up which 
forced him to abandon the greater 
part of his provisions. Comparatively 
smooth traveling he then found until 
he reached latitude 85 degrees, 12 mjn- 
utes. There he encountered a terrific 
storm, which held him a_ prisoner, 
while the ice drift carried him 70 
miles to the east. These handicaps 
and the constantly widening lanes of 
water and increasing roughness of the 
ice, together with a threatened failure 
of supplies, forced Peary to turn back 
on April 21, when he had reached lati- 
tude 87 degrees, 6 minutes. After put- 
ting up flags and depositing a brief 
record of his achievements, Peary 
started back for Cape Morris Jessup. 

On his present expedition Mr. 
Peary announced that he would take 
a route from Grantland more to the 
wést and not so directly north as that 
of his former attempt, heading al- 
most as far as the 80th meridian or 


the eastward ice drift. He planned to 
establish last base on a newly-found 
island northwest of Grantland. 


Followed Arctic Currents. 
Peary based great hopes on the re- 
sults to be obtainel by followin~ the 
arctic currents which he had studied 


on his previous expedition. One of 
his theories was that the ice nearest 
the Pole moved faster than father 
south. For this reason in going up 
to Baffins Bay he expected to have 
to work against the drift, but nearer 
the Pole he believed that the drift 
would be in his favor. 

Commander Peary was born at Cres- 
son Springs, Pa., in May. 1856. He 
entered the navy in 1881. His first 
polar experience , Was acquired in 
1886, when he saa a reconnaissance 
In June, 
1891, he sailed from New York on the 
Kite, and, making his headquarters at 
McCormick Bay, on the west coast of 
Greeland, penetrated as far north as 
latitude 82. In 1894-85 he reached the 
78th vrarallel on the west Greenland 
coast. In 1898-99 he went to between 
the 79th and 80th parallels on the east 
coast of Grinnell Land. In 1905 he 
reached the 82d parallel on the east 
coast of Grinne!l Land. in 1905 he 
skirted the north coast of Grinnell 
Land, and made an attack on the Pole 
from Cane Moss. This was the expe- 
dition which reached what was at

COOK WILL HAVE TROUBLE 
IN ESTABLISHING HIS CLAIM 

Paris, September 6.—M. Lemsof, li- 
brarian of the Geographical Seciety 
and an authority on polar questions, 
said today that he had read with the 
greatest interest Dr. Cook’s latest 
deciarations and that he had not the 
slightest doubt of Dr. Cook’s good 
faith. 

“fl am convinced the explorer reach- 
ed the North Pole,” Mr. Lemsof said, 
“but his difficulty will come in estab- 
lishing his claim. It is a pity that 
Dr. Cook did not remain longer at the 
Pole, make a thorough examination of 
the territory and secure observations 
extending over many days, as did Com- 
mander Peary and others when they 
reached the limit of progress. There 
is this possibility, however, instead of 
arriving at the Pole itself, Cook may 
have mistakenly circuled around it and 
then headed homeward. figuring that 
he had reached the goal and was then 
leaving it behind him. But we should 
await Cook's observations; perhaps he 
will be able to convince scientists, and

time Peary wrote his last letters home 
from his depot of supplies at Etah, 
in August, 1908, until he flashed the 
magic’ words from Indian Harbor, 
nothing was known of the fight he 
was making across the frozen crust 


of the north, 

Access was obtained today, how- 
ever, to a number of personal letters 
which Commander Peary has written 
to friends and business associates 
in New York between the time he 
sailed on July 6 and the time he left 


his supply depot at Etah. None of 
them leads to any positive conclusions 
of what the commander regarded as 
his prospects. 

Last Word From Peary. 

The last worg from him came down 
to civilization in the maiis of Septem- 
ber, 1908. The letters were written 
in Augist, aboard the Roosevelt, but 
were not dated. Sonte were to Mrs. 
Peary and others to friends. These 


latter told little of conditions at Etah, 
nor did they speak of what his hopes 
or misgivings might be. Mrs, Peary 
withholds the contents of her own 
letters, but in June, 1909, writing to 
a friend in New York, she said: 

“Nothing has been heard. from Mr. 
Peary since last fall, when*the let- 
ters dated Etah, August, were  de- 
liverod. I hope to have news in Sep- 
tember and will be very much dis- 
appointed if I do not see the com- 
mander himself.” 

At Etah, Peary had established a 
Station for training Eskimos and dogs 
and accumulating supplies. 

On former expeditions it had been 
Planned to take his ships ag far north 
as he could penetrate and there put 
into winter quarters, using Etah as a 
base of supplies. The expeditions proper 
al] started from wherever winter quar- 
ters chanced to be. 

This time he divided his party into 
three groups—one to make geological 
observations, another to take meteoro- 
logical notations and a‘ third of five or 
six picked men with dogs for the last 
dash to the Pole, while the firat two 
followed more slowly as’ supporting 
parties and established bases of sup- 
plies for the return trip. 

Feared He Might Not Return. 

Whether Peary feared he might not 
voiced Only his hope, but when the 
voiced only hag hopes, but when the 
Roosevelt turned her prow northward 
in the summer of !908, he left behind 
a record of his explorations and let- 
ters to friends to be opened if he never 
came back. There were tender mes- 
sages for Marie, the snow baby born 
in the north, but now a miss of (6; 
words for Robert E. Peary, Jr., 6 years 
old, and now taking his first lessons in 
navigation, and data for his publishers. 
all left on condition that none of it 
be used except in the event of his dis- 
appearance. Then they would be valu- 
able for the support of his family. 

That Peary’s friends foresaw some 
of the criticisms likely to be evoked 
by Dr. Cook’s claims as they have 
been reported, and that they under- 
took to guard against such a situation 
is shown by the remarkable plan ar- 
ranged for reportimge the discovery he 
hoped for. 

It was agreed that if Peary found 
the Pole he should notify the world 
in a simvnle sentence. Then a messen- 
ger from his nublishers was to start 
north from New York to meet him 
and get his storw of the expedition. 
This man was to travel post-haste to 
Labraar, as near as possible to Cape 
Chidley. There he was to camnvp and 
wait for the faint trace of smoke over 
the horizon which would herald the 
Roosevelt. 

Peary Balked at Plan. 

With that signal instantly the mes- 
senger would set sail again, and when 
the two craft came within hailing dis- 
tance Peary was to cast over a water- 
proof packet containing the accounts 
of the expedition with photographs or 
undeveloped films, 

With these the messenger was to 
turn to the south, while the Roose- 
velt was to* point for Hudson Bay, 
where with Peary and all on board, 
she was to be lost to civilization for 
six weeks. 

Until as late as June or one month 
before his departure this plan was 
agreed upon and accepted by Peary. 
But it was he who abandoned it at the 
last moment. 

“No.” he said, in rejecting it, “the 
newspapers and the public have al- 
wavs trusted me fairly and I owe it to 
them to give out all the information 
they want regarding my explorations. 
I should have no right to withhold 
anv imvortant data whatever from the 
world-at-large in case 1 reach the 
Pole.” 

These were .Pearv’s words as re- 
peated todav by a friend who heard 
him make the declaration. 

It is recalled that the request of a 
seaman on the Roosevelt for reading 
matter the dav before the expedition 
started resulted in such a deluge of 
books and magazipes that the steam 
which propelled the vessel out of the 
East river was made by books and 
magazines contributed by the people 
of New York. 

When It Came to Cash. 

When it came to cash contributions, 
however. it was a different § sto1q.- 
When Peary had to set up new boilers 
in the Roosevelt's hold before he could 
start on his last expedition his friends, 
said he had a difficult time to raise 
the money. Every penny he could get 
together was spent on improving 
equipment and assembling supplies at 
Etah. and so close was the pinch that 
when the oresident of the United 
States came aboard the Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bav. on Julv 7. 1908, to bid 
Commander Peary farewell and good 
luck. he found a craft clean, but ac-. 
tually shabbv because Peary did not 
have the monev with which to paint 
her.

PERSONAL SKETCH OF PEARY; © 
NORTH POLE HIS AMBITION 


New York, September 6.—In reaching 
the North Pole, Commander Robert Ed- 
win Peary has achieved the ambition of 
a lifetime. As a boy, his day dreams 
were of an unexplored land far to the 
northward and such printed matter 
concerning the polar regions 4s fell 
into his hands was read with absorbed 
interest. He was*born at Gresson, Pa., 
May 6, 1858, but his early youth, the 
family removed to Maine, where he re- 
ceived his education. His parents, 
Charles N. and Mary (Wiley) Peary, 
saw to it that he received an early 
training befitting 4 life which prom- 
ised to be filled with wholesome ac- 


tivity. 


Instructed first in private schools, 


sequently entered Bowdoin col- 
thoaggs ect which he was graduated 
with the class of 1877. Throughout his 
college career and in the years fol- 
lowing he made @ close study of 
Arctic exploration, the peculiar fas- 
cination which the subject held, for 
him deeping as he matured. 

As means of livelihood, he adopted 
the profession of civil engineer, en- 
tering the United States navy in that 
capacity, October 26, 1881. Three years 
later he was appointed assistant 
engineer on the board which survey- 
ed the route of the Nicaraguan ship 
canal. 

Interest in the North. 

In these three yars interest in the 
mysterious north had not abated and 
in 1886 he applied for a leave of ab- 
sence from the navy, which would per- 
mit him to visit Greenland. 

His application was granted and in 
July of the same year he began what 
proved to be the first of seven expe- 
ditions to the north, all attended with 
hardship and some of them with actual 
suffering and want, but he persevered 
with a tenacity of purpose thet chal- 
lenged the admiration of the world 
and finally brought him unstinted 
fame. 

Beyond the daring of his exploits, 
Peary’s expeditions have had a scien- 
tific and geographical usefulness that 
has been generally recognized and he 
has won the medals o® the American 
Geographical Society, the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of London, and the 
Scottish Geographical Society, the lat- 
ter honors never having been accord- 
ed in equal number to any other 
American. 

In the navy he won the title of 
“commander” and the government has 
recognized the value of his explora- 
tions by granting him repeated leaves 
of absence. In 1908 hé was made 
president of the American Geograph- 
ical Society and is a member of many 
other kindred bodies. 

Peary’s “Snow Maiden” Child, 

Commander Peary’s domestic life has 
been so happy that enforced absence 
from his family has been one of the 
greatest hardships of his adventures. 
In 1888, two years after the return 
from his first visit to Greenland, he 
married Miss Josephine Diebitsch, who, 


| 


from the day of their union, has given 
his ambitions her unselfish sympathy 
and cooperation. 

In fact, Mrs. Peary has upon dif- 
ferent occasions accompanied her hus- 
band for a considerable distance north- 
ward, and upon one of these trips a 
daughter was born to them. This 
child, who has always been called by 
her father “The Snow Maiden,” held 
for a time a notoriety rivaling that of 
the commander, as the only white 
child known to have been born with- 
in the Arctic circle. 

In 1902, after Peary had been absent 
four years and hope of his survival 
had been abandoned by many, Mrs. 
Peary accompanied a relief expedition 
which met him and brought him home. 

It is at this point in his history one 
finds the first note of discouragement. 
The absence from his family had 
borne heavily on the explorer, and on 
his return to New York he declared 
that the trip just concluded to the 
Arctic seas was undoubtedly his iasi. 

Gripped by Polar Lust, 

Asked to what he attributed his fail- 
ure at that time, Commander Peary 
said: 

“It was a matter of funds. in or- 
der to be successful one must be pro- 
vided with funds to enable thhim to gv 
as far as possible, and then be able 
to wait there until the season and 
other circumstances allow him to pro- 
ceed.” 

When asked is he would try again, 


he replied: 

“Undoubtedly I have made my last 
attempt. My time is up and I am 
going back to my work in the navy.” 

However, the polar wander-lust 
again gripped him ang his work was 
continued. Moreover, the funds were 
forthcoming when needed and his last 
and successful expedition was better 
equipped than those which preceded 
it. , 
With no hint of his plans for the 
future, some of Peary’s friends, never- 
theless, believe he will soon pine for 
new worlds to conquor and that a 
South Pole expedition m@y be antici- 
pated. 

In fact, it was announced more than 
a year ago, that Pedry had planned a 
national American expedition for the 
epxloration of the South Polar regions. 
It was said then that it was not his 
intention to accompany such an ex e- 
dition and that his interest was only in 
getting it under way, but those who 
know him best would not be gurprised 
to see him start southward with the 
same determination and promise of suc- 
cess as attended him in the north. 

Mrs. Peary and her children are now 
in Maine and recently Mrs. Pc “v @8- 
pressed her belief in the success of the 
present expedition. 

In the intervals between expeditions 
Commander Peary has lectured fre- 
quently and has also written several 
books of scientific and geographical 


value. 


ALL LONDON ACCLAIMING 
PEARY’S DASH TO THE POLE 


London, September 6.—It needed but 
the amazing announcement of Peary’s 
success in reaching the North Pole, so 
hot upon Cook’s arrival in Europe 
with the same news, and while the 
world was still excitedly discussing 
the latter’s feat, to complete the as- 
tonishment of geographers and the 
public generally. No longer could the 
slightest doubt be entertained that the 
mystery so many explorers had vainiv 
suffered hardship and death to pene- 
trate was at last solved, and that to 
America unreservedly belonged the 
proud honor of planting the flag for 
the first time at the North Pole. Since 
it could not be given to an English- 
man to.win this honor, the British peo- 
ple are ready to extend their heartiest 
congratulations to the American peo- 
ple. Their wish now is that Shackle- 
ton may succeed in planting the British 
flag at the other Pole. 

The first surprise at the extraordinary 
coincidence of the double discovery 
over, there was discussion of the prob- 
able routes of the two explorers, and 
curlosity has been redoubled to hear 
the story from both sides, 

Peary’s record being better known 
in England than Cook’s, who until jis 
latest achievement was little hea of 
no breath of suspicion has been raised 
azainst Peary's claims. 

Sir George Nares. who commanded

terview tonicht finds difficulty in 
avoiding the: conclusion that Peary’s 
Eskimos at Etah must know that 
Cook crossed Smith's sound and Etah 
last winter.

“Cook managed to get & message 
home a few davs ahead. He has to 
bear the first brunt of scientific and 
amateur skevtimism. On the other 
hand. he enjoys the earlier taste of 
popularity. but though iust beaten by 
a head. Peary is coming home assured 
of an unusually warm and enthusiastic 
welcome, and doubtless is equally pre- 


pared to run the gauntlet of intelligent 
and unintelligent criticism.”

Washington, September 6.—“That 
dispatch from Peary means that he 
has finally achieved what he has 80 
long been after,” said Henry Gannett, 
an old friend of Peary and vice prest- 
dent of the National Geographical 
Society. “I am awfully glad that he 
has gotten to the North Pole, whether 
he was the first to reach there or not. 
He certainly worked hard enough to 
get there. 

“Such a dispatch from Peary would 
signify his own achievement, even if 
Cook’ was there first, whatever he left 
there would have floated miles away. 
I always thought that Peary had the 
best chance of all of the men who have 
gone out in the effort to reach the 
North Pole. He was fitted by long 
experience and by his well-known high 
Qualities. I repeat, I am awfully giad 
that Peary has reached the Pole.” 

Peary is very popular with the 
scientists in Washington, and a move- 
ment will be launched at once to give 
him a rousing reception when he gets 
back to this country.

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King to Give Medal to 
the Pole Finder. 


And Geographical Society Will 
Also Give Him a Medal---No 
One in Copenhagen Doubts 
—* Story of Dash to the 

ole. 


Copenhagen, September 6.—Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook today spent the nearest 
approach to a quiet day that he is 
likely to experience in Copenhagen. A 
correspondent saw him in his apart- 
ments at the Phoenix hotel, which are 
gaily bedecked with flowers and 
flags. The explorer was in the hands 
of the barber. He was trying to talk 
and read a telegram at the same time. 

Outside the door a German count 
and the president of a geographical 
society waited for an audience. 
Many ladies had comfortably 
ensconed themselves in the halls and 
About the stairway. A secretary from 
the American legation jumped con- 
stantly to answer telephone calls, and 
in the intervals attempted to cope 


with a mail bigger than that of pres- 
idential candidates. — 
String of Messengers. 

In the meantime a string of mesSsen- 
gers came popping in with cards. 

“Are you getting tired of this?’ the 
correspondent inquired. 

“No man could honestly say that he 
was tired of such attentions after so 
short an experience,” Dr. Cook re- 
plied, scanning a note from the Ger- 
man minister, “‘but I do feel that I 
am getting more attention than my 
share. Now, what shall I do about 
this?” he said picking up an invita- 
tion from Prince Adolfe Fredericko, 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, to address 
the Berlin Colonial Society. “I should 
like to do that, of course, but I want 
to get to America.”

“T know of three,” said Dr. Cook 
smiling. Then the tele~hone bell rang 
and it was a message from Mrs. Ras- 
mussen, the wife of the explorer, ask- 
ing when she could come and see her 
husband's friend. 

King to Give Medal to Cook. 

If any evidence is needed to estab- 
lish Denmark’s valuation of Dr. Cook, 
it can be found in the fact that he is 
to receive the two highest possible of- 
ficial tokens within its gift. The king 
is to confer on him the gold medal 
of merit with the crown, which only 
three other, geographers,* Nansen, 
Sven Hedin d Amundsen are enti- 
tled to wear, and the Geographical 
Society will bestow upon him its gold 
medal, which has been given to four 
other travelers only, Nansen, Captain 
Scott, Hedin and Sverdrup. 

The Geographical Society of Den- 
mark numbers anfong its members 
more experts in Arctic research: than 
any other body in the world. That 
branch of geographic science is its 
specialty. 

Its decision to extend the honor to 
Dr. Cook, like the government’s to 
give him an official welcome, was not 
formed without deliberation. 

The rector of the University of Co- 
penhagen, who is one of the leading 
lights of the society, and a man of 
profound learning, interviewed Dr. 
Cook for an hour. He questioned the 
explorer minutely, and on coming out 
of the legation expressed his belief in 
the truth of the exployer’s statements. 

Danes Believe in Cook. 

The longer Dr. Cook remains in Co- 
penhagen and the more people see of 
him the more completely in his stand- 
ing established. Correspondents have 
heard him cross-examined by compe- 
tent questioners half a dozen times. 
His replies were so quick, coherent 
and detailed that if he is a romancer, 
he is one of the greatest in history. 
The only time the explorer seemed to 
display impatience was, when speak- 
ing of one of his critics, he said quick- 
lv: “He is an old man: he apparent- 
ly forgot that my expedition began 
about where his ended.” 

The demand for admission to Dr. 
Cook’s lecture before the Geographical 
Society tomorrow and to the banquet 
afterw rds has placed a high premium 
on the seats. The fortunate ones who 
posses d tickets for the banquet Sat- 
urday ast received bids as high as 
$200 fc. a single admission card, The 
Geographical Society banquet is lim- 
{ted to 150 persons, and almost every 
One of position in Copenhagen is 
using his utmost influence to be in- 
cluded among the elect.

Cook souvernirs fill the shop win- 
dows and all the local newspapers are 
featuring pictures showing the ex- 
plorer before and after his session 
with the barbers and tailors:on Sat- 
urday. All the members of the royal 
family requested autographed . por- 
traits, which Dr. Maurice F. Egan, 
the American minister, took to them 
today. 

The explorer had lunch with the 
American minister at the Bristol 
hotel, but their wish to spend a quiet 
hour together was frustrated because 
of the persistent approaches of auto- 
graph stalkers, mostly English tourist 
ladies. One of the women insisted 
upon knowing exactly what Dr. Cook 
was eating, and she jotted down the 
menu solemnly and carefully. 

On Thursday Dr. Cook and Mr. Egan 
will spend the day as the guests of 
the premier, Count Holstein Ledre- 
bord at the historic castie at Roskilde,

ning Dr. Cook looked in for half an 
hour at a supper which the locai 
newspaper men gave to the visiting 
correspondents.

IAURENTIAN BITS 
CAPE RACE ROCKS 


Allan Line Steamer Is 
a Total Wreck. 


Thrilling Scenes Attended the 
Escape of the Passengers and 
Crew--Steamer Struck Rocks 


in Dense Fog--Was Built in 
Greenock in 1872. 


St. Johns, N. F.. September 6.— 
Thrilling scenes attended the loss of 
the Allan line steamer Laurentian, 
bound from Boston for Glasgow, which 
piled up on the rocks near Cape Race 
during a dense fog at 6 o’clock this 
morning. The vessel is a total wreck, 
but the 50 passengers and 40 members 
of the crew escaped to land after a 
trying’ experience. 
The steamer rebounded heavily 
when she _ struck, the shock throw- 
ing most of the passengers from their 
berths. hey stampeded for the decks 
without stoppine to dress and for half 
an hour much excitement prevailed. 
A stiff northwest wind banged the 
ship about and the sitaution became so 
serious at 7 o'clock that orders were 
given to put the boats over. Twenty- 
five of the passengers, mostly women 
and children, were placed in the first 
boat, but unluckily the bow'tackle col- 
lapsed and several persons were thrown 
into the sea. 

Captain Imrie had ropes thrown over 
the side and within 14 minutes those 
who had been immersed were drawn 
to the deck. 

Finally six more life-boats were put 
over and the passengers transferred to 
them. The seas, however, constantly 
drenched the shipwrecked people, and 
it was only by constant bailing that 
the life-boats were kept afloat. 
About 1@ o’clock after the boats had 
been adrift two hours, a boat from a 
nearby fishing village” -was sighted. 
The fishing boat piloted the life craft 
to a harbor, where the passengers and 
crew were cared for by the fisher folk. 
A steamer left St. Johns tonight to 
bring the shipwrecked people to this 
port. 

The Laurentian wes built at Green- 
ock, Scotiand, by R. Steele & Co., in 
1872, and for many years was named 
the Polynesian.

DEFEATS GERMAN 


In Sonder Yacht Races 
Off Newfoundland. 


The Ellen Crossed Finish Line 
Ahead of the Hevella---Cap- 
tain of German Yacht Work: 
ed With Injured Knee. 


Marblehead. Mass. September 6.— 
The Ellen, owned by Charles P. Curtis, 
of Boston, won the fifth of the Inter- 
national Sonder Boat races off here to- 
day, and once more America has 
triumphed over Germany in a contest 
between yachts of a type fostered by 
Emperor William. As a result of the 
victory of the American craft, the 
German challenger Hevella, is elimin- 
ated from the series. 

Tomorrow the Ellen and the Joyette, 
the latter owned by Commodore 
Charles H. Childs, of the Bensonhurst 
Yacht Club, of Brooklyn, will fight a 
marine duel over a windward and lee- 
ward course to determine which owner 
shall receive the President Taft cup. 

The loser of the encounter will win 
the Governor Draper cup, as both 
yachts were tied at 17 points in the 
fir@t four races and by the rules the 
winner of the trophy cannot also re- 
ceive the cup given by the governor 
of Massachusetts. 

The Hevella today was second across 
the finish line, beaten two minutes and 
43 seconds by the Ellen. The Joyette 
was far behind the two leaders, being ° 
beaten 5 minutes and 16 seconds by 
the Ellen and 2 minutes and 33 seconds 
by the German contender. 

Few of the thousands who witness- 
ed today’s races realized wnder what 
a handicap the German craft was 
sailed. Two weeks ago Captain Prot- 
zen injured one of his knees by a fall 
and last week and today he steered his 
yacht with the injured limb incased in 
a plaster cast and so tightly bandaged 
that it was rigid almost from thigh 
to heel. In the races he was compelled 
to shift position across the cockpit 
every time he tacked ship and only 
the two members of the crew were 
aware of the excruciating pain he suf- 
fered in moving.

MAKING BANK DIRECTORS DIRECT. 

The comptroller of the currency has recently inaugurated a system which 
will probably establish a precedent for his successors ir office, since it aims 
at insuring a greater degree of actual surveillance by the men chosen on 
the directorate of national banks. 

‘To each and every one of the national bank directors the comptroller 
has sent a series of questions calculated to reveal just how familiar they 
are with the actual workings of the banks with which they are connected, 
and whether their relations are genuinely supervisory or merely nominal 
and ‘academic. 

The discouraging nature of the replies thus far received has moved The 


Washington Post to the following comment: 


There has been too much garnishing of financial and other corporate 
enterprises in the United States by the appointment or election of ornamen- 
tal directors. Men of the most honorable reputation and the greatest busi- 
nes# sagacity are attached to boards of directors under a careless system 
which asks nothing of them other than to be figureheads. They do not 
really shirk any duty, for. none is imposed on them. They receive their 
badge of office and wear it, but are never inducted thoroughly into the af- 
fairs of the companies, as such an official connection would seem to de- 
wand. 


; Inquiry into the large and little bank failures that have marked the 


history of banking’in America, discloses, almost invariably, a lax attitude 
on part of the directors assumed to exercise at least a partial guardian- 
ship over the affairs of defunct institutions. 

Too often, in the past, it has been the custom to view the duties 
of directorship as of a-perfunctory nature, to be discharged when conven- 
ient and slighted when more pressing personal business obtruded. 

The exact contrary should be the unfailing custom. So long as banks 
use the names and reputations of prominent financiers and men of affairs 
to attract patronage, these latter should perform their implied share of 
the contract by maintaining a more than casual watch over the metbods 
whereby the bank’s business is conducted. 

A more decided tendency in this direction is now noticeable. State, 
as well as national banks, would profit in soundness and conservatism by 


the adoption of periodic interrogations similar to those put forth by Comp- 
troller Murray.

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NEGLECTING THE ELEMENTARY. 


-Lamenting the latter day lack of elementary knowledge of such sub- 
jects as spelling and geography on the part.of graduates of primary and 
high schools, too often apparent in those just entering upon a business 
life, Fire and Fabric, a textile publication of Boston, says: 


Boards of education and school authorities should restore. spelling to 
the important place that it once held in the elementary school curriculum, 
even if nature study suffers somewhat from the shift. We are. giad to see 
one of the leading New York commercial papers emphasizing the impor- 
tance of spelling as a memory test alone, even although ‘“‘memorizing is 
looked upon scornfully by most of our latter-day school teachers.” 


There is evident ground for the complaint. A single instance cited in 
support of it is that, out of 250 essays in some tests recently conducted by 
a Yale professor, only 25 of the papers were free from misspelled words, 
the average number of mistakes in spelling being seven to each student. 
Sad ignorance was also apparent with reference to simple questions of geog- 
raphy. 

All of which calls attentiog to a tendency which is more or less gen- 
erally prevalent—to crowd the child forward at the expense of the funda- 
mental groundwork of a common school education. 

The effect of such a tendency is like that of erecting the superstructure 
of a building upon an unfinished and insecure foundation. The necessity for 
a solid and substantial groundwork exists just as strongly in the education 
of the child as in making the basis for the support of a great building. 

A superficial knowledge of many things is too often sought at ihe ex- 
pense of thoroughness. The deplorable result becomes apparent ‘in the 
common mistakes in spelling, geography and kindred elementary branches, 
knowledge of which is put to the test as soon as a young man enters a 
business office. 

It is a condition which naturally raises the questicn as to whether the 
education of the old ‘‘blue-back speller’? days was not the best, because it 
was more thorough. 

Methods in education have improved, of course, as they have in every- 
thing else, but care should be taken that thoroughness is not paid, in any 
instance, as the price of progress. 

It is better to learn some things well than simply 
waters of many points of knowledge.

crops and the growth and prospects of the cattle industry. 

His amplification of the old tables is an excellent departure. The de- 
cennial census affords the people of the United States, the world-at-large 
for that matter, the only reliable reflection of agriculture and industry in 
America. 

Heretofore, information has not been of a uniformly inclusive nature, 
statistics and data being more, or less fragmentary and incomplete. 

Aside from this developmént, the census of 1910 will unquestionably 
supply astonishing revelations concerning the countr,’s growth in agri- 
cultural wealth. 

The decade just closing has been the most prolific in our history in 
the general advancement of scientific farming. 

The statistics and reports revealed by the approaching enumeration 
will, thorefore, exhibit in definite fashion the concrete results of fie patient 
teaching of what may be called ‘‘business agriculture, ’’ ‘

But while the discovery alone does 
not give title, it strengthens title 
based on occupancy. and effective in- 
ternational occupation is made up of 
two inseparable elements, namely, an- 
nexation and settlement. 

By the formal act of annexation, the 
annexing state notifies its intention of 
henceforth regarding the annexed ter- 
ritory as part of its domain. The for- 
mal act of annexation is usually made 
in modern times by hoisting the na- 
tional flag and reading a proclamation 
setting forth ‘the intention of the gov- 
ernment to take the territory in ques- 
tion as its own, but any ceremony of 
clear import done on the spot in a 
public manner is sufficient. 

But this must be an act, not of a 
private citizen. nor vet of an official. 
unless he is specially authorized so 
to act in the premises. It must be an 
undoubted act of the central govern- 
ment on behalf of the nation. 

Of course, if the proper authorities 
send out an official specially charged 
with the duty of, making a particular 
acquisition, the act’ of annexation 
performed bv him is in the highest de- 
grée a state act and therefore valid. 

As vet this has not been done by 
the United States with reference to the 
newlv discovered North Polar region. 
and since it does not appear that Dr. 
Cook held such a commission his dis- 
covery. in itself. conveys no title to 
the zovernment.

Cotton sold at ene time in the past 
fifteen years for.16% cents per pound. 
Now. if cotton was sold for 16% cents 
and a bic lot of cotton on hand and 
at leas{ a 11,000,000-bale crop in sight, 
what should it sell for now with the 
warehouses empty and only about 19,- 
900.000-bale crop in sight?

The peach growers 
of Georgia saw that that kind of mar- 
keting of the crop was ruinous to the 
business. so they organized a system 
of marketing the crop so as not to 
congest the market at any point, and 
thus realized as much money for a 
small crop of inferior fruit as they did 
fora large crop of fine fruit. 

Is it a fact that the cotton farmer 
is such a stupid fellow that he cannot 
zet a good lesson from that? We ad- 
mit that the cotton business is a much 
more extensive business than the peach 
business. and yet it can be handled by 
a good system to.great profit. 

Why go into detail and elaborate to 
make this a long article, when a few 
condensed thoughts are sufficient to 
put the vital question before you in 
a living form? 

Brother, you see, vou know your 
duty. Have vou the courage to do it? 

A few words to those who patronize 
the roundlap gin or any gin in the 
city or town where a cotton seed oi! 
mill is located. Do not sacrifice vour 
seed for 20 and 25 cents per bushel. 
for this crop of seed should bring to 
the farmer $1 per hundred pounds of 
seed. and the only reason you do not 
get it is because you dump it on them 
at their own price. 

There is not one farmer_in a hundred 
that ever thought of the significance 
of his relation to the business world. 
All other industries are dependent upon 
the farmer. It is a foundation upon 
which all other industries must stand, 
and without which they cannot exist. 
Of course. we must have railroads, fac- 
tories and a mercantile and banking 
medium of exchange, but why should 
we allow the minor enterprises to dic- 
tate to the major? 

Now. you ask me how are we going 
to control the seed business. Simply 
by buying the seed from your renter, 
paying them the price the mili is offer- 
ing. until the mil! puts the price up 
to the right figure. And that is not 
taking any under advantage of your 
renter: it’s only controlling your bus- 
iness. 20 that it will result in good to 
the renter afterwards. for when the 
mill finds that it cannot get the seed 
on a depressed market they will es- 
tablish and maintain a fair price, for 
they are In the business and must have 
the seed.

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OFFICER COURT-MARTIALED 
ABOUT FOUR TEXT BOOKS 


First Lieutenant Basil G. Moon, 
Coast Artillery Corps, U. 83. Army, 
stationed at Fort Dade, Fla., pleaded 
guflty before general court-martial 
convened at Fort McPherson barracks, 
yesterday morning, to the charge: 
“Conduct to the prejudice of good or- 
der and military discipline,” and the 
specifications which detailed how he 
had failed to return, or purchase and 
return four text books which he had 
borrowed from the Coast Artillery 
school, though it developed that later 
he replaced two of the books, through 
purchase and sent a check to cover the 
cost of the other two. 

After the plea of “guilty” had been 
entered the case was closed, the ver- 
dict made up, the recommendation as 
to punishment written out and handed 
to the judge advocate, and this will 
be reviewed. by the commander -of the 


department of the gulf, the secretary 
of war and President Taft. Following 
the approval by each it will then be 
published and the punishment an- 
nounced.

‘The la- 
borer is worthy of his hire’ is an as- 
sertion of divine authority, and the 
injunction, ‘muzzle not the oo that 
treadeth out the grain’ is also divine. 
It being the function of the ox to 
prepare food for others. to make him 
zo hungry is thought to be a mon- 
strous thing. The laborer toils in or- 
der that some men, in addition to 
wholesome food and good clothes, may 
also have permanent abiding places for 
their families, homes in “which are 
found books, pictures, paintings and 
Statuary. He toils. and some men take 
frequent vacations, and retire from 
business early in life upon a compe- 
tencv. He toils. and some men round 
up the education of their children with 
university training. ‘The ox that tread- 
eth out the corn should not be muz- 
'zled,” and by this token the producer 
of the wealth that makes nossible the 
advantages of home and furnishings. 
of opportunity for vacation and travel, 
the education of children and the arc- 
cumulation of a pension against old 
age, is by common equity and the eter- 
nal fitness of things entitled to them 
for himself. To deprive him of them, 
ito the end that some men may revel 
in wanton luxurv is a crime. 

Something Has Gone Wroeng. 

“Now, In this lands where 
Jefferson fought and wrough;, for 
vears, there are twenty-five miilions 
of people whose energies are absorbed 
each day in the effort to feed, clothe 
and house themselves for that day. 
One hundred billion of our totad 
wealth is owned by less than 10 per 
cent of our population, and this !90 
per cent not any more sober, not anv 
more industrious and not any, more 
moral than the twenty-five nfillions 
who stand only one day removed 
from beggary.

poe most optimistic apologist of ex- 


isting conditions, the most enthusiastic 
advocate of the doctrine of laissez 
faire, that things have been going 
along just exactly right in these states, 
when we have one man who com- 
meéenced life without a penny, and 
who, by going early to bed, rising 
early, saving his pennies and living 
sober—you know the rest—has accu- 
mulated a fortune 80 vast that it 
would require nineteen thousand years 
for him ¢o ecgunt it, at two huundred 
dollars per minute, not stopping to eat 
or to sleep: and especially is this true, 
when it is considered that eight mil- 
lions of day: laborers in this country 
are working for less than five hundred 
dollars per year, and six millions of 
families are without homes. 

“Now as soon as men are reduced to 
the condition of hand-to-mouth earn- 
ers, they lose their value as indepen- 
dent citizens. Singly, they becom. w- 
erles to strike for themselves. Their 
political sovereignty is completely lost. 
A million of men who voted against 
Bryan last fall would have voted for 
him had they dared. Men in this con- 
dition cannot do as they please. There 
is no coal against the winter, no 
meal in the barrel and no money in the 
bank. They are worse off than the 
ifoxes of the fields and the birds of 
the air, whén one mentions a home. 

“As a rule, this man can do only one 
thing, and it is a viece of a thing. te 
works at the making of shoes, we will 
say, and if his life depended upon it, 
he could not make a shoe. Even his 
tenure of the job he holds is feeble 
and uncertain. The ‘captains of indus- 
try,” whenever it is possible, employ 
children. women and foreigners in 
competition with him, for the reason 
that their standards of living are low- 
er, and they can thus work for a lower 
wage. 

Why Labor Organized. 

“It is in the presence of such dan- 
gers to himself and his posterity that 
labor has organized, and will more 
and more organize in the future. At 
this there has been and will continue 
to be much outery about the Ayranny 
and lawlessness of such organizations 
—an outery that comes from ‘special 
privilege’ and its army of retainers. 
And let it be said that the history of 
organized labor is not throughout 4 
flawless thing, nor have its demands 
always been .exactly just. But after 
this is said, it can he confidently 
added that as between organized labor 
and its adversaries, organized labor 
has not been the outlaw. It is not 
organized labor that has ‘troubled 
Israel,’ and this is especially true in 
Georgia. 


“IT can demand 


no 
in any 


recall to mind 
made by organized labor 
in Georgia not in harmony with the 
plainest mandates of justice. Here it 
has never thrown a bomb, directed a 
dagger, or committed an act of vio- 
lence. We are properly proud of this 
record in Georgia, and we confidently 
expect that it will be maintained in 
the future. The makers of our con- 
stituticn have wisely given us fre- 
quent sessions of the legislature, and 
the people's representation have, as @ 
rule been responsive to their demands. 

“The laboring man in America has 
been vlundered under forms of law. 
His burdens have been placed upon 
him by the assistance of government, 
state and national, 

“In a sense he is himself responsi- 
ble for his own wrongs. He is a vic- 
tim of his own carelessness. Theoreti- 
cally, a sovereign, he early delegated 
his powers to others, sent them away 
from home to mek: laws for him un- 
der the influence of the seekers of 
special privilege. His indifference, in 
the past, to the things that make for 
his salvation has been amazing.’ 

As an illustrations of the laxity of 
public interest in affairs of great pub- 
lic moment Judge Covington declared 
that despite the fact that it had been 
published that the Payne-Aldrich tar- 
iff bill would mean a billion dollars a 
vear taken from the pockets of the 
American laborer for the benefit of 
special interests, the great mass of 
the American people scarcely moved 
in. protest. He also cited the fallure 
of the Georgia legislature to approve 
at the recent session the federal in- 
come tax amendment. 

Labor’s Hope in America. 

“The hope of labor in America,”’ 
continued Judge Covington, “is in obe- 
dience to the law, and in intelligent 
political activity. The world has 
progressed far, but it is not yet so 
good a world as that men cannot be 
found who are willing to take a part 
of other men's wages, provided no 
strenuous objection is made. 

“Slavery and feudalism are gone, 
but the ‘ancient traitor’, that destroyed 
the nations that are gone is en- 
trenched in our own civilization. In 
insisting that he is so entrenched, and 
that he must be legally destroyed, we 
seek not to stir up anything except 
healthy strife. We seek not to array 
class against class. We seek not rev- 
olution, and we expect none except 
one that is peaceable. 

“We are intelligent enough to un- 
derstand that no man or class liveth 
to itself or dieth to itself. We know 
that we can secure our rights only 
by generously and freely conceding to 
man his own rights. We know 
thet a nation can live and thrive only 
as it is increasingly able to enforce 
the rights of all men and every class 
justly and impartially. ; 

“We are anxious that the govern- 
ment that the fathers established for 
us Mav come again to be a govern- 
ment ‘of the people for the people by 
the pecple,’ knowing that in this way 
alone can our posterity—the sons and 
daughters of rich and voor alike—hbe
